Commissioner Promises to Consider |

Police Commissioner Whalen made 
four modifications in his theatre-| 
zone traffic plan yesterday, but pre-| 
served its basic features. 
The changes, which become effec- | 
tive tonight, were announced at the | 
close of a meeting with representa-| 
tives of midtown civic associations 
who had come to ask for many 
things and who left congratulating | 
theraselves on having won so much. 

The commissioner promised _ to 
“take under consideration’? more 
drastic revisions than those he had, 
granted on the spot, but made it) 
clear that the figures of business, 
lesses, which the representatives of | 
midtown merchants laid to the new) 
traffic rules, were unconvincing to| 
a former department store head. 

Time of Rules Altered. 


These were the changes which Mr. | 
Whalen ordered—changes with which 
motorists in the theatre district | 
must familiarize themselves before 
this evening: 

1. The ban upon right, and left 
turns in the area from ‘Forty-sec- 
ond to Fiftieth Street between 
Sixth and Eighth Avenues becomes 
effective at 8 P. M. as usual, but 
ends at 9, instead of 9:30, until 
19:39 when it again becomes effec- 
tive yntil midnight. 

2. Parking, which formerly was 
forbidden in the zone between 
Fifth and Ninth Avenues from 
Thirty-ninth to Fifty-second Street 
from 7 P. M. to 9:30 and from 

10:30 to midnight, now is allowed 
until 7:45 and after 9, with the 
latter half of the restricted period 
unchanged. 

3. Commercial vehicles will be al- 
lowed in the zone until 7:45 and be- 
tween 9 and 10:30 P. M. 

4. Commercial vehicles having 
legitimate and necessary business 
in the zone at other times will re- 
ceive Police Department permits 
and their drivers will be required 
to show them upon entering and 
leaving. 

Wi!l Consider Other Changes. 

“We can make these revisions 
now,’’ Mr. Whalen told the confer- 
ence which met in his office, ‘‘with- 
out interfering very much with the 
major highlights of the plan.’’ 

The commissioner started to ad- 
journ the meeting but Robert N. 
King, chairman of the Protective 
Traffic Committee, was on his feet. 

“T understand you will take into 
consideration the other sugges- 
tions?’’ he asked. 

“Oh yes,’’ said Mr. Whalen, ‘we 
will take into consideration the other 
suggestions made by the Broadway | 
Association and your group.” 

These ‘“‘other suggestions’’ occu- 
pied most of the time given to dis- 
cussion of the Times Square traffic | 

roblem. The suggestions made by 

r. King were: 

That the restricted zone end at 
the west side of Sixth Avenue and 
the east side of Eighth Avenue. 

That right and left turns be per- 
mitted at all hours into and out of 
Eighth Avenue. 

That the regulations be effective 
only between Oct. 1 and May 1, 


since those dates mark the bound- 
aries of the ‘‘theatrical season.”’ 


Harriss Explains His Plan. 


Dr. John A. Harriss, president of | 
the Broadway Association, explained 
his plan to re-route surface cars| 
using Broadway and Seventh Ave- 
nue, to turn those thoroughfares in- 
to one way streets from Fifty-ninth 
to Thirty-fourth Street. He brought 
maps with him to illustrate his pro- | 
posal and other maps to show the 
circuitous routes which the no-turn 
rule imposed upon motorists wishing 
to go from one point to another in 
the restricted area. 

Mr. Whalen was able to point out} 
that in two instances shorter routes | 
than those indicated on the map| 
were possible and the Commissioner 
found a flaw in the trolley-routing 
plan, pointing out that a switch 
needed to get the cars off Forty- 
second Street and into Broadway 
again had been omitted, so that the | 
cars would have to terminate their | 
runs at the East River instead of | 
the Battery.

He fled to 
Saltillo and then, according to a 
government announcement, fled 
from that city, with Federals in 
pursuit. Later it was stated that a 
passenger train would leave Mexico 

for Laredo, Texas, passing 
through this section.

During the last twenty- 
four hours the situation has been 
controlled by the government in the 
Monterey district and the capture of 
Escobar is expected at any moment, 
unless he succeeds in escaping over 
the border. 


Say Revolt Is Localized. 


The military revolt has been com-_ 


pletely localized. The government 
has mobilized strong detachments of 
troops who are on their way to pun- 
ish the rebel chiefs. Protests of loy- 
alty are pouring in continually from 
all parts of the country, also offers 
of services against the rebels. 

“Capture of Vera Cruz is expected 
within one or two days. Of the 
eight units under General Aguirre’s 
command at Vera Cruz, only two 
revolted and six remained loyal. 

‘“‘A column of 8.000 men is advanc- 
ing on Sonora.

‘THE HAPPIEST MAN’

man in the world, according to 
Henry Ford.

eighty-second birthday anniversary 
the inventor hinted that he belived 
nobody had found complete happi- 
ness. Mr. Edison, who is spending 
ten and twelve hours a day in his 
laboratory engrossed in rubber ex- 
periments, wished Ford good-bye in 
his private office. 

“Mr. Edison is rapidly solving the 
rubber problem,’’ Mr. Ford told 
newspaper men just before leaving 
“I have confidence he will succeed 
in finding a plant capable of pro- 
ducing the country’s rubber supply. 

“TI have found Mr. Edison an in- 
spiration. He is, I believe, the hap- 
piest man in the world. With his 
assistance I have been working on 
reducing the number of operations 
needed in the manufacture of a part 
for our cars. Sixteen of these are 
used in each car, or about 140,000 a 
day, and I am anxious to have them

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Appro- 
| priations for the coming fiscal year 
{in the session of Congress that ended 
|at noon on March 4 totaled $4,663,- 
554, 342, the largest amount author- 
ized for a single year’s activities in 
peace times in the history of the 
Federal Government. While apprc- 
priations for the fiscal year 1920 
|were $6,454,000,000, the appropria- 
|tions committees include that as a 
wartime year because of its heavy 
expenditures growing out of the war. 
The huge total just appropriated 
is a little more than $35,000,000 in 
excess of the expenditures allowed 
for the current year, which aggre- 
|gated $4,628,236,824. When the fig- 
|ures are finally checked, and items 
| added that were not included in the 
| figures made public today, it is es- 
ltimated that the appropriations 
| made at the session just ended will 
|be close to $50,000,000 above those 

| authorized at the previous session. 


| Budget Estimates Exceeded. 


Despite the emphasis laid on econ- 
|} omy by the Coolidge Administration, 
| for the first time since the estab- 
lishment of budget reform, appro- 
|priations exceeded the budget esti- 
| mates by nearly $6,500,000. For the 
| fiscal year 1918, when the United 


States had entered the war, nearly 
$19,000,000,000 was appropriated by 
Congress, and for the following year 
the amount authorized was in excess 
of $27,065,000,000, which represents 
the high water mark of authorized 
governmental expenditures for any 
single year. 

In 1920 appropriations dropped to 
$6,454,000,000, and since then they 
have hovered around $4,000,000,000, 
or exceeded it. 

Party ‘‘watchdogs of the Treas- 
ury’’ predict, in the light of the 
appropriations for the recent ses- 
sion, that the time is not far dis- 
tant when it will be the usual thing 
for Congress to appropriate at least 
$5,000,000,000 at a single session. 

Funds made available for the 
maintenance of the War and Navy 
departments in the new fiscal year 
totaled $814,026,059, an increase of 
more than $53,000,000 over the 
amount allowed for them in the cur- 
rent year. 

The addition of more than $6,000,- 
000 to the supply bills in excess of 
the budget estimates was allotted 
in large part to the War Depart- 
ment, its share totaling $3,141,695. 
The appropriation for the War De- 
partment in this session was $453,- 
789,362, as against $398,517,221 for 
the current year. Of this increase 
of more than $55,000,000, approxi- 
mately $40,000,000 was allowed for 
a non-military activity, namely con- 
struction of flood control works. 

Funds allotted the Navy for the} 
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inning July 1 next. totaled 
ry as avalon the current 
appropriation ‘of $362,145,812. This 
was a cut of nearly $3,000,000. 

Extraordinary Expenditures. 

Despite this, a little more than 
$12,000,000 was made available to. be- 
gin work on fifteen cruisers and one 
aircraft carrier. 

The budget just completed carries 
a number of extraordinary. expendi- 
tures, notably one of $75,000, in 
settlement of claims for tax refunds 
and another of $35,000,000 for public 
buildings. In the main, however, the 
appropriations are for normal Gov- 
ernment activities. These are ex- 
panding, Government officials de- 
clare, at a rate that insures in- 
creased rather than decreased ex- 
penditures. 

There was no change at this ses- 
sion in what are described as ‘‘per- 
manent and indefinite appropria- 
tions.’’ The amount allowed on this 
account was $1,378,679,735.82, the 
exact figure submitted by the Di- 
rector of the Budget.

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DE RIVERA TO RULE 
TILL 1931, HE SAYS 


Spanish Dictator Believes He) 
Can Cure the Nation’s Ilis 
Within Two Years. 


DENIES BREAK WITH KING) 


Declares He Would Not Remain 
for a Moment Without the 
Approval of Alfonso. 


CALLS COUNTRY TRANQUIL 


Sees Enemies Outside Spain as His 
Bitterest Foes—Lays Attacks on 
Him to Action on Oil.

MADRID, March 6.—General Primo 
de Rivera is sure of himself; he is 
determined to carry out his task, 
and he believes he can do it in the 
next two years. 

“The dictatorship,’’ he declared in 
an interview here with me, “is a 
transitory thing. It is a remedy ap- 
plied to a sickness, and to that rem- 
edy must be allowed a certain length 
of time. For the cure must be a 
return to a normal condition and 
not a return to sickness.’ 

Sitting in his office in the Ministry 
of State, General de Rivera did not 


look the part of the tyrant. A dic- 
tatorship of common sense and good- 
naturedness was the description of 
his rule that his personality brought 
up in my mind. His good nature 
is combined with a certain degree 
of energy, but it is striking that 
there is no element of hatred or bluff, 
nor any idea of an exalted and super- 
human mission. The Dictator speaks 
calmly, remarkably so, even in talk- 
ing of his enemies and his whole 
attitude toward the situation in 
Spain and his role, past and future, 
is summarized in these words, 
spoken without grandiloquence or 
false pride: 

“Things were going very badly be- 
fore I came. I believe they are go- 
ing somewhat better now.’”’ 


Ready to Carry Out Task. 


He did not lay claim to being a 
man of destiny nor contend that he 
is the only man for the place, but 
he gave a decided impression that 
he had accepted the task and is de- 
| termined to carry it through. 

‘“‘You can announce,” he added in 


matter-of-fact tones, ‘‘that if I am 
living in March of 1931 I shall be 
ready to abandon my functions. By 
that time I feel certain that the coun- 
try will be in a proper state for the 
best citizens to maintain the upper 
hand over the politicians, and the sit- 
uation will have sufficiently evolved 
to permit the operation of a new and 
equitable Constitution.’’ 

The General added that despite the 
recent disorders much progress has 
been made and that Spain, regard- 
less of what might be said outside 
her borders, is rapidly nearing a nor- 
mal condition. 

“The people were not behind the 
recent revolt, which was the work 
| of a small discontented faction,’’ he 
said. ‘I greatly desire that it could 
| be understood abroad that Spain in 
reality has become an element of 
| concord and tranquility in Europe 
| and will soon be ready to assume a 
pacific and stabilizing réle. 


Has Ended Assassination. 


|have ended the Moroccan difficul- 
ties. We have ceased to be a coun- 
try in which Communists and other 
| factionalists settle their disputes by 
revolver shots in the streets. Before 
the present régime nearly a thousand 
persons were assassinated in three 
years and now assassinations have 
ceased.

“‘We have a democratic King, re- 
respected by the republicans them- 
Selves. With his aid the nation is 
now working and developing its 
wealth; it has obtained good roads,

System of corrupt politics, and order 
is being kept by a strong and clean 
police force.”’ 

The Premier said the Ciudad Real 
and Valencia’s revolts had been 
exaggerated in foreign countries, 
attributing this fact to enemies of 
the régime. 

“I know my enemies in Spain, but 
this event has sufficed to show me 
that I have more powerful ones 
abroad,’’ he declared. ‘‘Their mo- 
tives, too, begin to be clear to me. 
We have recently established a 
petroleum monopoly for the reason 
that we believed that in such an im- 
portant item of trade the Govern- 
ment should have the rights of 
control and all facilities to take 
measures of precaution. 


Won’t Yield on Principle. 


‘We have already paid heavy in- 
demnities to foreign commercial 
interests and in a spirit of concilia- 
tion we are ready to make further 
payments, but upon a question of 
principle we will not yield. 

“Is there not some connection be- 
tween this and the announcement in 
| British and other foreign papers that 
Barcelona and Valencia were ablaze 
with revolt, and that I had come into 

a dispute with the King, whom I had 
made a virtual prisoner? 
| “All I can say—and I am sure the 
| King will confirm me—is that our 
| relations continue to be based on his 


| confidence in me and my respect for 
| him. I have the greatest respect wd

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- CHURCHILL REVEALS 
A POST-WAR MUTINY 


Tells in New Book of Unrest in 
British Force at Calais 
Inspired by Radicals. 


HE CRITICIZES WILSON 


Deplores Former President’s Failure 
to Work in Harmony With 
Allied Chiefs. 


A post-armistice mutiny of British 
troops at Calais was disclosed by 
Winston Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in ‘‘The World Crisis: 
Aftermath,’”’ his book on the war 
and its wake, which is published to- 
day by Charles Scribner’s Sons. The 
mutiny was caused by Communistic 
agitation and by the soldiers’ dis- 
satisfaction ‘with the system of re- 
leasing them from service. 

The system was to permit ‘‘key 


men,’’ those who held important 
posts in industry, to get back home 
first. Many of the key men nat- 
urally had been at the front only 
in the late months of the war, owing 
to the necessity of their remaining 
at their home posts to maintain the 
flow of munitions and other supplies 


Allies were entangled in feeble ac- 
tion in many parts of Russia. Side 
by side with them, dependent upon 
them for moral, even more ihan 
material aid, were the loyal Russian 
organizations. 

“Had the great war been pro- 
longed into 1919, intervention, which 
was gaining momentum every week, 
must have been militarily suc- 
cessful.’’ . 

Concerted action then, in_ the 
opinion of Mr. Churchill, would have 
killed bolshevism. 


Censures New East Group. 


The distinguished author blamed 
the New East Commission, ap- 
pointed at the peace conference at 
the suggestion of President Wilson, 
for unfavorable developments in the 
Near East after the armistice. He 
charged that the decision of Wilson, 


Lloyd George, Clemenceau and 
Venizelos in permitting Greeks to 
land at Smyrna caused the Pan- 
Turkish .revival.

DEBT EXPERTS FEEL 


GOVERNMENTS’ CURB 


Impression in Paris Is That 
Reich’s Creditors Will Have to 
Fix Reparation Amounts. 


PAYMENT PLANS STUDIED 


One Proposed by Americans — Sir 
Josiah Stamp Explains Some 
Committee Difficulties. 


By P. J. PHILIP. 
Special Cable to THE New York TiMES, 

PARIS, March 6.—It is becoming 
clearer every day that the bankers 
and economists who more than three 
weeks ago began the voluntarily ac- 
cepted task of trying to find a defi- 
nite solution of the reparations prob- 
lem are prisoners of their govern- 
ments, of which they are technically 
independent but from whose de- 
mands they cannot escape. 

Day by day they have elaborated 
their mechanism for payment. They 
have studied every aspect of the sit- 
uation. They have established gen- 
eral principles of how payments in 
cash can be made without upsetting 
the whole financial structure of the 
country which pays, how deliveries 
in kind can be made without adverse- 
ly affecting the economic situation 


of other countries, how part of the 
debt can be commercialized and 
how a clearing house for the issu- 
ance of bonds for the collection of 
all annuities and their distribution 
to the creditors can be made. But 
they still cannot establish the dimen-, 
sions of the house which they are 
trying to build. 


Things That Must Be Considered. 


On the one side they must take 
into account the Balfour plan and 
M. Poincaré’s demand that enough 
be forthcoming from Germany to pay 
France’s debts to England and 
America with sufficient left over to 


pay for restoration of the devastated 
districts. On the other side they are 
faced with the fact that the German | 
experts will not take the responsi- | 
bility of naming any figure. They 
declare privately that it must be 
their government which must take 
that responsibility, and they argue 
that their government is weak and 
cannot take a decision. 

It was hoped by some here that 
a kind of horsee trade would be 
riade between M. Briand and Dr. 
Stresemann at Geneva. But from 
League headquarters not a whisper 
has reached Paris of even any men- 
tion of reparations between the 
Foreign Ministers. 

To add to the trouble there is more; 
than one of the allied experts who} 
not only fully appreciate the German | 
difficulties but are aware that how-| 
ever weil the work is done here just 
now it cannot ever be perfect. At | 
the weekly luncheon of Anglo-Ameri- 
can newspaper correspondents today | 
Sir Josiah Stamp expressed this| 
coubt 

‘There are three sides to the prob- 
lem--political, financial and 2co- 
nomic,”’ he said. ‘‘And as soon as 
we--or any one else—have finished 
with one aspect another bobs up. It 
is impossible for any one to take 
account of all three at the same cime 
and it is not in the province of the 
experts to do so. They are trying 
simpiy to find a-solution for the 
political aspect and part of the 
financial one. They are all aware 
every moment that the economic 
espect may any day within the next 
sixty years upset all their calcula- 
tions.”’ 

American Plan Discussed. 

Today Sir Josiah had intended to 
lay before the full committee a draft 
report of all the work done up to 
the present. It is intended in a) 
fashion to be the first draft of what 
may be the final report. But iast- 
minute difficulties having arisen, he 
could make only a verbal summary, 
zwnd the time of the meeting was oc- 
cupied in examining another draft 
leport supposed to have been ore- 
pared by the American delegates in 
favor of the establishment of that 
international bank or clearing house 
which from the first it has been| 
obvious must be set up for handling 
all payments. 

This draft, it was stated, was very 
rough and a two-hour discussion did 
not entirely succeed in smoothing it | 
out. New suggestions were added 
and the meeting was adjourned until

any dispute to which the United 
States is not a party, but in which 
it claims an interest, or touch- 


ing any question other than a dis- 
pute, in which the United States 
claims an interest. 

The manner in which it shall be 
made known whether the United 
States claims an interest and gives 


or withholds its consent shall be 
as follows: 

Whenever in contemplation of a 
request for an advisory opinion it 
seems to them desirable, the Coun- 
cil or the Assembly may invite an 
exchange of views with the United 
States and such exchange of views 
shall proceed with all convenient 
speed. 

Whenever a request for an ad- 
visory opinion comes to the Court, 
the Registrar shall notify the 
United States thereof among other 
States mentioned in the now exist- 
ing Article 73 of the rules of the 
Court, stating that a reasonable 
time limit would be fixed by the 
President within which a written 
statement by the United States 
concerning the request will be re- 
ceived. 

In case the United States shall, 
within the time fixed, advise the 
Court in writing that the request 
touches a dispute or a question in 
which the wnited States has an in- 
terest, and that the United States 
has not consented to the submis- 
sion of the question; thereupon 
all proceedings upon the question 
shall be stayed to admit of an ex- 
change of views between’ the 
United States and the proponents 
of the request, and such exchange 
of views shall proceed with all con- 
venient speed. 

“Tf after such exchange of views, 
either while a, question is in con- 
templation, or after a question 
has gone to the Court, it shall ap- 
pear (1) that no agreement can 
be reached as to whether the 
question does touch an interest of 
the United States within the true 
meaning of the second paragraph 
of this article; and (2) that sub- 
mission of the question is still in-

ASKS COURT INQUIRY 
INTO BANKRUPTCIES 


Tuttle Petitions Judges for 
. Authority to Investigate 
Charges of Malpractice. 


(THEY WILL REPLY TODAY 


Expected to Order Public Hearings, 
Which Would Get Under Way 
Early Next Week. 


United States Attorney Tuttle pe- 
titioned the judges of the United 
States District Court late yesterday 
afternoon for authority to investigate 
| the alleged malpractices and ‘‘bank- 
| ruptcy chasing’’ referred to in a pre- 
sentment by the Federal grand jury 
; that investigated the bankruptcy sit- 
uation in this district. The judges 
said they would answer the petition 
this morning. 

Although Mr. Tuttle said he did 
not know what action the judges 
would take, no doubt is felt in any 
;quarter but what the investigation 
will be ordered, and will be under 
way before a Federal judge early 
next week. This will be the first 
public inguiry in connection with any 


of the recent bankruptcy investiga- 
tions and it is expected to involve 
from forty to sixty persons includ- 
ing attorneys, trustees, receivers, ap- 
praisers, custodians and clerks. 

In its presentment the grand jury 
set forth that Mr. Tuttle had made 
a survey of the last 5,000 bank- 





ruptcy cases in this district, and that |

the survey showed that ‘‘some attor- 
neys and those associated with them”’ 
in bankruptcy matters had been 
guilty of serious abuses and malprac- 
tices. 
words ‘‘bankruptcy chasing’ which 
are understood to refer to persons 
who, having advance information in 
bankruptcy cases, ‘‘chased’’ after 
creditors with a view to being em- 
ployed by them. 


“Not a Reflection on Bar.’’ 


“This investigation,’’ said Mr. Tut- 
tle, ‘‘is not a reflection upon the bar 
nor upon all bankruptcy attorneys, 
but there have been certain abuses 
in legal practice and the investiga- 
tion would undertake to bring home 
the guilt and to punish the guilty 
persons.”’ 

He pointed out that such an inquiry 
seemed advisable in view of the fact 
that some of the malpractices in- 
dulged in might be indictable of- 
fenses, and might be of such a char- 
acter that they would justify barring 
the offenders from practising at the 
Federal bar. 

Mr. Tuttle called attention also to 
the fact that, should crimes be dis- 
covered in the course of the inquiry, 
the evidence could be presented 
promptly to a Federal grand jury 
and indictments sought. He said 
that, in petitioning the judges for au- 
thority to investigate, he was acting 
in accordance with the grand jury’s 
presentment and had handed to the 
judges, in their chambers in the 
Woolworth Building, that part of the 
presentment in which the investiga- 
tion was suggested. 

Should the judges act favorably 
today on the petition, the investiga- 
tion would not be started before 
about next Tuesday because of two 
other inquiries which have been or- 
dered in accordance with the bank- 
ruptcy grand jury’s presentment.

A decision on the Flanders-Watson 
contest also should settle the ques- 
tion of the control of the Georgia 
Republican organization, of which 
there are now two claimants for the 
office of State chairman; Mr. Flan- 
ders and Roscoe Pickett. 

After the executive committee con- 
cluded its sessions, Dr. Work, the 
national chairman, issued a state- 
ment saying the committee had ‘‘dis- 
cussed at length the many gratifying 
results of the election, particularly 
the party’s success in breaking the 
Bolid South,”’ 

‘“‘This result was so impressive and 
80 encouraging,” Chairman Work 
continued, ‘‘that the committee con- 
cluded to exert every influence within 
its power, not only to make these re- 
sults permanent, but to encourage 
and build up virile and militant 

arty organizations throughout the 

outhern States. 

‘This is in response to the demands

Aid in Revival of Irish 
Industries. 


Mithael MacWhite, new Free State 
Minister to the United States, ar- 
rived yesterday on the Berengaria. 
His first words with reporters belied 
his romantic reputation as a soldier 
and adventurer, for it was to eco- 
nomics to which he addressed him- 
self, and with which he said he 
would be primarily concerned in ful- 
filling his ‘cuties here. 

“If all the good American people 
who have Irish backgrounds will put 
lace curtains in their windows,’’ Mr. 
MacWhite said, ‘‘and a bit of Irish 
lace on their Sunday clothes, we may 
have an Irish lace industry again to 
be proud of. We want industries, 
and we would like American wealth 
to help us in gaining those indus- 
tries.’’ 

With Mr. MacWhite were his wife 

and their 5-year-old son, Eoin. Be 
fore the war Mr. MacWhite was a 
teacher of languages in Copemhagen 
and his wife is a native of Denmark. 
The little boy speaks both Danish 
and Gaelic, having learned the lat- 
ter tongue from his father. 
_ Mr. MacWhite’s career after leav- 
ing Copenhagen. included military 
service in the Balkans and with the 
French Foreign Legion during the 
war. At the end of the conflict, he 
returned to Ireland to work for Irish 
freedom and, when that objective 
had been obtained, became an unof- 
ficial observer at the League of 
Nations. When the Free State be- 
came a member of the League, he 
became its accredited delegate, which 
post he held until his appointment as 
Minister here in January. 

“To build up good commercial re- 
lations,’’ was Mr. MacWhite’s ex- 
planation of what he considered the 
main part of his job here as the 
Free State Minister. 

“The North and South of Ireland 
are growing together,’’ he added. ‘‘It 
is natural. It is economics which 
will do the trick. After all, we in 
Treland first want to live, and there 
is no living anywhere where there is 
bad economics.’’ 

Mr. MacWhite-and his family went 
directly from the Berengaria to the 
Pennsylvania Station, where they 
took a train for Washington.

Marshall Field 3d Gets Ruling, 
Setting Aside 1922 Income

REDETERMINATION ORDERED 





Board of Appeals, In Issue as to 
Henry Field’s Share, Allows 
Deduction for Counsel's Fee.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Review- 
ing litigation over the will of Mar- 
shall Field, Chicago’s pioneer mer- 
chant, the Federal Board of Tax Ap- 
peals in a decision rendered today 


set aside a deficiency assessment of 
$869,650 in connection with the 1922 
income tax of Marshall Field 3d, a 
grandson, and ordered a _ redeter- 
mination. There was a division of 
opinion, nine members of the board 
approving the decision and six dis- 
senting. 

The findings of the board were to 
the effect that income received by 
Mrs. Evelyn Field, wife of Marshall 
Field 3d, from a trust fund assigned 
to her, and also attorneys’ fees paid 
by Mr. Field in obtaining interpre- 
tation of the will increasing his in- 
come, were deductible from taxable 
income. 

The opinion revealed that in 1918 
Marshall Field 8d found that income 
from his share of his grandfather’s 
vast estate was ‘‘insufficient for his 
needs’ and retained the late John 
B. Stanchfield of New York on a 
contingent fee basis in an effort to 
obtain modification of the terms of 
the will. 


Agreement With Stanchfield. 


Mr, Field, the board said, seeking 
additional sums “‘under the trust cre- 
ated by said will or as compensation 


for services rendered as trustee, or 
in any other manner In advance of 
the definite periods at which I am 
to receive payments under the will,’’ 
agreed to pay Mr. Stanchfield 15 per 
cent of any amount received up to 
$10,000,000. ‘ 

Litigation instituted by Mr. Stanch- 
field resulted in 1920 in a decree that 
Mr. Field was entitled to the full in- 
come of the two-fifths share of his 
deceased brother, Henry Field, in 
their grandfather’s estate, and the 
court allowed Mr. Stanchfield a fee 
of $600,000. 

Later Mr. Stanchfield, it was dis- 
closed, demanded the maximum con- 
tingent fee provided in his agree- 
ment. The controversy was settled 
in June, 1922, when Mr. Field agreed 
to pay the lawyer another $200, in 
cash and $100,000 a year for eight 
years, ve wag in 1923. 

At the time their grandfather died 
on Jan. 16, 1906, Marshall Field 8d 
was 12 years old and Henry Field 
was several years younger. Under 
the terms of the will Marshall Field 
3d received the income from three- 
fifths of the estate. The remainder

ALBANY, March 6.—A special mes- 
sage from Governor Roosevelt, urg- 
ing the enactment of legislation to 
re-establish the State Fine Arts Com- 
mission, shorn of its former powers 
of veto, to act as a purely advisory 
body, which was sent to the Legisla- 
ture today, was attacked by Repub- 
licans in the Senate. The Governor 
was taxed with trying to bring back 
into the State administration new 
agencies after the Legislature had 
taken action to cut down the num- 
ber of State departments and bu- 
reaus through consolidation of some 
and the abolition of others, largely 
in response to Democratic demands 
advanced by his predecessor. 

The Governor’s message read in 
part: 

“One of the duties of the Governor 
is to give approval to building plans 
which have been drawn for new 
State structures of various kinds and 
types. These plans are submitted to 
him by the Commissioner of Archi- 
tecture, and while in the short ex- 
perience which I have had I have 
every reason to have confidence in 
his ability and technical skill, I feel 
| that the Governor ought to be able, 
in his discretion, to ask the advice 


gard to what may be called the 
esthetic quality of the proposed 
buildings. 


Governor, such as the approval of 
| paintings, sculptures, bridges, arches, 
gates, fences and other structures or 
| fixtures. 

‘IT am opposed to the reconstituting 
of any body similar to that which ex- 
isted some years ago having definite 
and fixed authority requiring their 
approval before work on public struc- 
tures could be started. ; 

“I therefore ask your honorable 
bodies for a law creating an advis- 
ory fine arts commission as a di- 
vision in the executive department; 
this commission to serve without pay

| painter, one sculptor, one landscape 
| architect, one engineer and one per- 
son not belonging to any of the fore- 
going professions. Such commis- 
sion should have no right, power or 
authority to make any binding order 





but its duties should be solely ad- 
visory. 

| “It is my belief that such a com- 
mission would not only be of great 
service to the Governor in the ad- 
ministration of his statutory duties 
but would also be of assistance to 
heads of departments and legisla- 
tive committees or commissions. 

“T have, as a citizen, been deeply 
concerned in the past with the ap- 
| pearance of many public buildings 
|}and other structures erected by the 
State of New York and f think it is 
the duty of the State to use every 
effort to erect building and other 
structures which conform to the 
highest standards of good taste.”’ 

The Governor asked that a com- 
mission, such as suggested in the 
message, be created by the Legisla- 
ture and that $5,000 be appropriated 
| for its necessary expenditures. 
| ‘To comply with this message,’’ 
said Senator Westall of Westches- 
ter, chairman of the Committee on 
Reorganization, ‘‘would mean trav- 
eling in a circle. Only last year Gov- 
ernor Smith and the legislative heads 
| demanded the abolition of the Fine 
| Arts Commission, which then exist- 
| ed, and we agreed to do so.”’ 

“‘The simple fact is,’’ said Senator

BY X-RAY DESCRIBED 


Prof. Richtmeyer of Cornell 
Tells Electrical Society of 
Roentgen Beam’s Value. 








NEW APPARATUS®IS SHOWN 





‘Dosage Meter’ to Measure Amount 
of Treatments Is Expected to 
Reduce Overexposure Peril. 





A new road whereby scientists may 
explore the mutation of species in- 
volved in the theory of evolution has 
been opened up by X-rays, Professor 
F. X. Richtmeyer, physicist, of Cor- 
nell, told members of the New York 
Electrical Society last night in a lec- 
ture entitled ‘‘Are X-rays Usefui?”’ 
He told how new species of plants 
and insects had been produced in 
laboratories by playing X-rays upon 


seeds and eggs. 

Of more immediate use to indus- 
try, he cited how castings recently 
had been studied under X-rays, and 
imperfections discovered which other 
tests might not have revealed. ‘‘En- 
gineers may find X-rays invaluable 
in studying the properties of engi- 
neering material,’’ he said, ‘‘deter- 
mining their crystal structure, as 
well as detecting hidden flaws in 
woods or in cast or rolled metals,

|they are giving their patients. At 
present there is no word to express 
the amount of a ray, Dr. Richtmeyer 
said, but an international body of 
scientists is now considering this 
matter, and soon will add the new 
word to dictionaries. 

This advance in the abflity to meas- 
ure the X-ray will put powerful rays 
in the class of more ordinary reme- 
dies, which can be given out in 
strengths of known curative value. 
It will reduce the risk in applying 
powerful rays, and will enable very 
small amounts to be given in deli- 
cate cases. 

Novel demonstrations of the use of 
X-rays included a motion picture 
taken by X-ray showing the beating 
of a man’s heart, and a human 
stomach digesting food. The skele- 
ton of a volunteer subject was re- 
vealed by the rays as he stood be- 
tween the X-ray tube and a large 
fluorescent screen.

‘MURDERS AND SUICIDES 
ROSE IN CITY LAST YEAR 


‘Dr. Norris Records an Increase 


| of 151 Over 1927 Total— 


Manhattan Far in Lead. 


Murders and suicides increased in 
; this city last year, compared with 
1927, according to the annual report 
of Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical 
Examiner. The report shows an in- 
crease of 27 murders over 1927. 
There were 399 last year and 372 
the year before. 

Last year 1,245 persons committed

BARBUTI TO APPEAR 
‘BEFORE A. A. U. TODAY 


Newspapermen and Other Track 
Stars Asked to Be Present 
at the Meeting. 


Ray Barbuti, lone individual Amer- 
ican track winner at the Olympic 
Games, will appear before the regis- 
tration committee of the A. A. U.-at 
5:30 this evening to answer the 
charge which caused his suspension, 
namely, an alleged verbal attack on 
the A. A. U.

TURF BILL PASSES HOUSE. 


Arkansas Senate Is Expected to Act 
on Measure Tomorrow. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 6 
(P).—A bill to legalize horse racing 
and a system of pari-mutuel betting 
was passed by the House of the Ar- 
kansas Legislature today. Favor- 
able action came on reconsideration 
of the vote by which the bill was 
defeated last week. Similar bills 
were defeated in 1927, 1925 and 1923. 

The measure, passed after short 
debate by a vote of 41 to 38, pro- 
vides for a commission of five mem- 
bers. A tax of 25 cents would be 
levied on admissions to race tracks, 
the proceeds to go to a State fund 
for crippled -children, the indigent 
blind: and for pensions to persons 
over 70 years of age.

City Club President Writes to 
Roosevelt That Present Bills 
Will Not Serve Purpose. 








SUGGESTS MORELAND ACT 


Commissioner Will Be Able to Go 
Into Delays in Regulation and 
Outline Cure, He Declares. 





In a letter to Governor Roosevelt, 
made public yesterday, Richard S. 
Childs, president of the City Club, 
reiterated a request for an investiga- 
tion of public utility regulation by 
@ Moreland act commissioner. 

Since the first request was made, 
two sets of bills have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature providing 
for the creation of legislative investi- 


gation commissions, and it is ex- 
pected a commission will be created. 


Mr. Childs contends that a legisla- | 


tive commission of the kind proposed 
in the bills’ would not serve the pur- 
ose. 

The City Club, he wrote, believes 
the creation of such a legislative 
commission is aimed at avoiding the 
‘bothering’ of the Public Service 
Commission. It also calls for con- 
fining the commission too closely 
to questions of new law, Mr. Childs 


follows:

“You can, by the wording of the 
commission you issue to your inves- 
tigator, determine the scope of a 
Moreland act investigation and make 
it as plain as you like that no mal- 
feasance or dereliction is, suspected 
on the part of anybody. This we do

‘Furthermore, the practice of using | 
the Moreland act for such construc- | 
tive investigation. is desirable, and | 
the more often the precedent is estab- 
|lished the better! Every business |

Failure of Banks Here to Come 
to. Relief of Market Laid to 
Reserve's Grip on Credit. 





ADVANCE WAS UNEXPECTED 





Caused by Withdrawal of Funds 
‘From: Interior, With Corporations 
Also Holding Aloof. 





The full force of the Federal Re- 
Serve: Board’s policy of speculative 
credit restriction made itself felt yes- 
terday in the Stock Exchange money 
market when the call loan rate ad- 
vanced to 12 per cent, the highest it 
has-been since Jan. 2. The scarcity 
.of funds was reflected in the fact 
that the advance in the rate, which 
had started the day at 8 per cent, 
was accompanied by the calling of 
only about $20,000,000 of loans by the 
banks, an amount that ordinarily 
causes scarcely a ripple in the market. 

The 12 per cent rate, which was 
put in force shortly after 2 o’clock, 
attracted some funds from the in- 


terior of the country, but the demand 
continued to exceed the supply and 
the tone remained strong up to the 
close. The immediate cause of the 
stringency was declared to be a heavy 
volume of withdrawals of funds by 
banks in the interior, which followed 
substantial calling of loans in the 
last week by both the out-of-town 


banks and by foreign agencies, as 


well as by domestic corporations that 


=|had been loaning their surpluses in 
=|the collateral loan market in recent 
=| months. 


Banks Here Hold Aloof. 


The out-of-town withdrawals were| W 


in line with the suggestions by the 
Federal Reserve authorities that 
banks in other parts of the country 
reduce the proportion of their funds 
employed in the stock market. The sit- 
uation differed from previous money 
market flurries in the fact that the 
New York banks, which usually fill 
the gap caused by such withdrawals, 
were inclined to hold aloof from the 
market yesterday. Money brokers said 
that the reluctance of the banks to 
lend in the money market was not so 


much a matter of rates as a general 
disinclination to add further in- 
creases to the total of the banks’ bor- 
rowings from the Federal Reserve 
Banks. In this connection it was 

inted out that the reporting mem- 

r banks in 101 leading cities had 
increased their borrowings from the 
Federal Reserve Banks by $75,000,000 
in the week ended Feb. 27. Part of 
this increase was due to preparations 
for month-end demands, but the bor- 
rowings were $:32,000,000 higher than 
at the end of January. Part of the 
expansion in rediscounts was due to 
increased commercial loans, but the 
banks also sharply imcreased the total 
of their loans on securities. Bankers 
said that the banks probably would 
not return to the money market on 
a large scale until their own borrow- 
— were materially reduced. 

he corporations, which in the last 
year have furnished large amounts 
of funds to the call money market, 
also were holding aloof yesterday, one 
factor being their preparations for 
the payments of large amounts in 
income taxes on March 15. Some 
other calling of loans also was based 
on the tax preparations. 


Stringency Unexpected. 
The disinclination of the banks here 


to come to the relief of the market 
in the face of the rising rates was 
attributed to the establishment of a 
firmer grip by the Reserve Banks 
on the use of reserve credit in the 
security market. The stringency came 
at an unexpected time, as a tight 
market had been predicted for the 
period around the first of the month, 


when heavy disbursements of divi- 
dends and interest and other set- 
tlements were made. A _ relaxa- 
tion in rates had been forecast 
for the present week. There is ex- 
ected to be additional calling of 
oans in preparation for the tax pay- 
ments, but Wall Street looks for the 
treasury financing on March 15 to 
increase the supply of funds in the 
market. On that date the treasury 
will pay off almost $500,000,000 of 
maturing ohieatens, and though new 
securities will be sold, payment will 
not be made for them at once by 
the banks. 

The 12 per cent rate on Jan. 2 rep- 
resented a carryover from the year- 
end period, that rate having been in 
effect on the last five business days 
of 1928. A 12 per cent rate was 
quoted on Dec. 6, 1928, and before 
that the rate had not been so high 
since July 3, 1920. The money was 
unchanged yesterday at 7% per cent

PRODUCTION IS INCREASING 


Steel Corporation Subsidiaries at 95 
Per Cent of Capacity, Industry 
as Whole at 90 to 95. 


Demand for steel continues to 
broaden and the price structure is 
also gaining further strength, ac- 
cording to the weekly reviews of the 
iron and steel industry. Steel ingot 
production of Steel Corporation sub- 
Sidiaries now averages close to 95 
Per cent of capacity, and the rate 
for the industry as a whole is be- 
tween 90 and 95 per cent. There has | 
been a further advance in furnace 
coke prices at Connellsville and ef 
stiffening of scrap at Pittsburgh, 
with indications that pig iron and 
possibly ore may be likewise affected. 

March appears to be continuing the 
exceptional activity in some steel 
lines and to be bettering it in others, 
it is reported. The outstanding con- 
sumer developments are heavier pur- 
chases by the railroads, a growing 
volume of structural steel business, a 
rise in the requirements of farm im- 
plements and machine tool makers, 
and larger demands for pipe. These 
have overshadowed to some extent 
the consumption by the automobile 
industry, which, however, is still in- 
creasing. 

The Iron Age’s market summary 
is, in part, as follows: 

‘‘Railroad buying is featured by or- 
ders for 7,700 freight cars, requiring 
85,000 tons of steel. Nearly 35,000 
cars have been purchased by domes- 
tic roads since Jan. 1, compared with 
total orders for 51,200 cars in the en- 
tire previous year. 

“Structural steel lettings, at more 
than 74,000 tons, made the week the 
largest so far this year. A survey 
of pending projects requiring 1,000 
tons or more each discloses 450,000 
tons in the East and 375,000 tons in 
the Middle West likely to be placed 
before the middle of the year. 

“Demands on the mills for pipe 
line steel are expanding. A Milwau- 
kee maker of electrically welded pipe 
is now consuming 1,200 tons of plates 
a@ day.’’ 

The Iron Trade Review of Cleve- 
land says: ey 

“A trend toward diversification of 
demand is discernible this week. 
While the automotive industry con- 
tinues the mainstay of the sheet 
market, car builders’ needs have pro- 
gressed to the highest point in sev- 
eral years. Plate demand, notewor- 
thy because of railroad equipment 
support, has been augmented by in- 
quiry for 30,000 tons for barge work 
at Pittsburgh. Structural steel takes 
its place this week with the other 
heavy finished lines. _ . 

‘‘Production of steel in general is 
limited only by mechanical handi- 
caps or a shortage of semifinished 
material. Extra turns are _ being 
worked in the Mahoning Valley, 
where forty-nine out of fifty-one in- 
Gependent open-heerth furnaces are 
on. Chicago mills, averaging over 95 
per cent, are rationing somefinished | 
steel for the heavier and more impor- 
tant products. Pittsburgh district 
mills are doing about 90 per cent. At 
Buffalo thirty-two ovt of thirty-seven 
open hearths are lighted.” :

“PIAHE acid test of an executive is his ability to 

produce profits. A management is engaged to 
produce profits. If it fails to do this and continues to 
repeat in the red, the stockholders should get new 


management. 


“Stockholders of corporations have only themselves to blame if they 
continue to elect an incompetent management year after year. They 
are possessed of the power to choose and elect directors who in turn 
select the executive management. A competent board of directors 
should recognize as its primary obligation the formulation of a corpo- 
rate policy, and then elect executives to carry this policy into effect. 


“A corporate policy produces order in a business organization, 
defines what is to be done and the way it shall be done. No 
corporate policy can be rigidly adhered to. Executive manage- 
ment is expected to be honest and efficient, not perfect. If it 
can demonstrate that the corporate policy as to any individual 
element can be improved upon, it will find its directors amenable 
to reason. The unchangeable character of the laws of the 
Medes and Persians does not apply to modern corporate 


procedure.

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COTTON AT NEW HIGH 
BUT LOSES ON DAY 


Aggressive Buying Continued 
Part of Session, but Drop of 
$1 a Bale Follows. 


STOCK MARKET A FACTOR 


Reiease of Unsold Staple In the 
South and Profit-Taking Here 
Also Aid Reaction. 


A further sharp rise occurred in 
prices on the Cotton Exchange in 
early trading yesterday which es- 
tablished the highest records of the 


season for both old and new crop 
deliveries. The rapid advance of the 
last week, however, with high 
money rates and increased profit- 
taking above the 21-cent level, influ- 
enced the course of the market later 
in the day and a reaction of quarter 
of a cent left final quotations with a 
loss of 13 to 20 points. 

The rush of buying orders at the 
close on Tuesday had advanced 
prices of near deliveries to a point 
where holders in the South were dis- 
posed to release more unsold cotton, 
and a quantity of over-night sell- 
ing orders caused irregular price 
changes for a few moments after 
the opening of the market. In addi- 
tion to southern orders, spot houses 
released March contracts against 
purchases of December, and profit- 
taking operations from several pro- 
fessional and commission-house 
sources supplied cotton. Later in 
the morning, the aggressive buying 
of the previous day was resumed, 
and the execution of a succession of 
large orders, centred mainly in the 
May delivery, caused a running ad- 
vance of 15 points or more under a 
large volume of business. Active 
covering in the new crop ran several 
deliveries to 20.40 cents, the highest 
quotation at this season of the year 
since 1925. 

An unfavorable weekly weather 
report also stimulated early buying. 

The advance in new crop positions 
toward 20% cents and the widening 
of the spread between New York 
and New Orleans to nearly a cent 
a pound on the March delivery in- 
creased the supply of contracts in 
the local market. A quick reaction 
of a $1 a bale occurred as December 
and January came under pressure.

CONTINUED RAINS STOP 
FIELD WORK IN SOUTH 


Main Winter Wheat Belt Is Clear 
of Snow—Amoant of Damage 
Is Still Uncertain. 


The weekly weather report of the 
government, issued yesterday, was as 
follows: 

“Frequent rains and continued wet 


soil further retarded field work in 
the Southern States, and little or no 
plowing or other preparations for 
Spring planting could be accom- 
plished, except in the extreme west- 
ern portion of the cotton belt, where 
some progress was reported. Per- 
sistent wetness quite generally in the 
belt, from the eastern half of Texas 
and Oklahoma eastward, has hin- 
dered field work for some time past 
and preparations have become much 
behind an average season in many 
places. 

“The week just closed was espe- 
cially unfavorable for field opera- 
tions in the eastern cotton States, 
where heavy rains have caused flood 
; stages in rivers quite generally, with 
considerable erosion and water- 
logged soil in many places, most se- 
riously in Georgia. 

‘In Florida conditions were much 
better, with favorable weather pre- 
vailing for crop growth and for field 
work and moderate, beneficial rains 
in central and southern sections. 

“Practically the entire main Win- 
ter wheat belt has been cleared of 
snow, while fields are now gener- 
ally bare in the middle Atlantic area, 
and mostly so in the interior of the 
Pacific Northwest. 

“In the extreme eastern district of 
the main wheat area frost is largely 
out of the ground, but west of the 
Mississippi the soil is still deeply 
frozen as far south as Missouri and 
most of Kansas. Temperatures were 
generally moderate in the interior 
valleys with some reports of the top 
soil alternately freezing and thaw- 
ing. In the Southwest wheat made 
some growth during the week and is 
beginning to show green in Okla- 
homa. 

‘‘With the melting of the snow in 
the wheat area of the more north- 
western States the protection af- 
forded during the long cold period is 
| apparent, with but little Winter kill- 
ing indicated; in the main belt the 
amount of Winter killing is still un- 
certain. In the more southern States 
as well as in the Atlantic area, the 
abundant moisture with mild tem- 
peratures in many sections was 
favorable for Winter cereal crops, 
but in California they are suffering 
because of protracted drought.’’

Buying Fails to Follow the 
Upturns and Offsets the 
Strong Selling. 


EXPORT DEMAND LACKING 


After an Early Display of Strength 
Corn Prices Slump to 
Close Lower.
